“My tentative plans are to visit California in Sep¬ 
tember, some time late in September, and to sail down 
to San Diego from Newport harbor in the little schooner, 
Viking IV.” 

These were the words President Franklin D. Roosevelt 
spoke to Commodore Albert Soiland of the Pacific Coast 
Yachting association on Monday, it was revealed today. 
Commodore Soiland enjoyed a 10-minute interview with the 
president. Commodore Soiland, who personally took an in¬ 
vitation from Newport Beach to the president, sent an air 
-Qmail letter, describing the conver¬ 
sation, to Harry Welch, secretary 
of the Newport harbor chamber of 
cemmerce. The letter arrived to¬ 
day. 

Commodore Soiland said Presi¬ 
dent Roosevelt planned to come to 
California late in September and 
sail from Newport harbor to San 
Diego in the Viking IV, which is 
Commodore Soiiand's 50 - foot 
schooner. 

.Soiiand’s Letter 
The letter follows: 

“My Dear Harry: Through the 
kindly cooperation of Col. McIn¬ 
tyre, the secretary, and my friend, 
Dr. McIntyre, the physician. I was 
permitted a 10-minute audience 
with the president this noon. I 
found a strong robust and vitally 
active executive, keenly alert to 
the tremendous responsibilities 
which are truly his. 

“The president expressed a keen 
interest in my story and he ad¬ 
dressed me something as follows: 

“ 'Commodore, my personal 
plans depend naturally upon the 
action of congress and its ad¬ 
journment. I would like very 
much to visit Newport harbor, and 
am greatly appreciative of the 
kind and sincere invitation from 
the people of the community. My 
tentative plans are to visit Cali¬ 
fornia in September, some time 
late in September, and to sail down 
to San Diego from Newport har¬ 
bor in the little schooner Viking 
IV.’ 

Knows About Harbor 

“Naturally I am elated at this 
prospect, which I feel is exactly 
what the president intends to do. 
However, it is my desire to have 
Mr. Roosevelt select a larger boat 
if he feels so inclined. Anyway 
he now knows about Newport bay 
in the most forceful language at 
my command. I will have three 
busy days in New York before 
sailing. Am not going to Spain, 
only to the West Indies and South 
America. If you have any fur¬ 
ther instructions, wore me here un¬ 
til Friday noon. After that, 
aboard S. S. Queen of Bermuda. 
My heartiest regards to you and 
the gang." 

The presence of President Roose¬ 
velt at Newport harbor would be 
a great boost for the port, Mr. 
Welch pointed out today, as it 
would attract national attention 
to this section. Already yacht¬ 
ing enthusiasts are looking with 
more and more favor on the har¬ 
bor, which is destined to become 
one of the foremost pleasure ports 
on the coast. 

President Roosevelt's plan to go 
to Newport harbor indicated to lo¬ 
cal people that he might be able 
to accept the invitation of the 
chamber of commerce here to stop 
at Santa Ana as a guest of this 
city. President Roosevelt already 
has replied to the invitation, indi¬ 
cating a desire to stop here.

$442,000 IS NEEDED! 

Case Load Increased to 
1653 Under Change as 
Budget Considered 


Judge R. W. Williams in 
Praise of Idea, Says 
Education Is Best 


WASHINGTON, Wednesday, 
June 26. UP) —President Roosevelt 
today established a "national youth 
administration” to meet what he 
called a "great national need" by 
offering unemployed youth “their 
chance in school, their turn as ap¬ 
prentices and their opportunity for 
jobs.” 

The new agency will be under 
the Work Relief program. The 
president set aside $50,000,000 to 
be used in providing work appren¬ 
ticeships in private industry, in of¬ 
fering high school and college 
training for those between 16 and 
25, and in giving work relief to 
youths. 

Names Directors 
The new undertaking was put 
under the direction of Miss Jose¬ 
phine Roche, assistant secretary <5f 
the treasury, and Aubrey Williams, 
assistant to Works Progress Ad¬ 
ministrator Harry L. Hopkins. 

Mr. Roosevelt, in announcing the 
plan to aid an estimated 500,000 
of young men and girls, said: 

“I have determined that we 
shall do something for the na¬ 
tion’s unemployed youth because 
we can ill afford to lose the skill 
and energy of those young men 
and women.” 

The president stressed the point, 
in enlisting state and city aid, that 
every attention be given to finding 
jobs in private industry and prom¬ 
ised a “minimum allowance during 
the duration of apprenticeship.” 

Payments Listed 
An average payment of $15 a 
month for youths on work relief 
was fixed; $6 a month would be 
given to those going to high school 
and $15 a month to youths in col¬ 
lege. 

The objectives of the youth ad¬ 
ministration were outlined by Mr. 
Roosevelt as follows: 

“1. Find employment In priv¬ 
ate industry for unemployed 
youth. Work designed to ac¬ 
complish this shall he set going 
in every state In order to work 
out with employers in industry, 
commerce and business, ways 
and means of employing addi¬ 
tional personnel from unem¬ 
ployed young people. 

“2. Train and retrain for in-

Return of 600 unemployables 
from SERA to county welfare 
rolls July 1 was announced yes¬ 
terday to the board of supervis¬ 
ors by Max Lewis, field agent for 
the State Emergency Relief Ad¬ 
ministration.

This last 
amount he said is not mandator}’, 
but advisable.

FAGNBOROUGH, Hants, Eng., 
Wednesday, June 26. (Ad—Great 
Britain’s new air sensaUon, the 
pilotless airplane, was demon¬ 
strated today. A human pilot sat 
in the cockpit, but there was no 
need of this precaution, as the 
plane responded perfectly to radio 
operation from the ground. 

It was controlled from a small, 
wooden cabinet filled with seven 
keys. 

The big test came when the 
order was given to land. At the 
command “glide,” a button was 
pressed and, at 2,000, feet the 
plane came into a smooth glide. 
An automatic device then was 
used which started the engine 
roaring and allowed the alrplani 
to make a graceful landing. 


MOSCOW, Wednesday, June 26. 
(A 1 ) — Soviet Russia’s fool-proof 
stratosphere balloon, “U. S. S. R. 
One Bis,” in a 155-minute flight, 
soared to a height of 52,165 feet 
and traveled 150 miles today. 

The balloon was equipped with 
huge parachutes designed to open 
automatically and lower the gon¬ 
dola safely if the balloon was 
damaged in the air. 

Pilot Kirstoff Zille, in charge 
of the flight, asserted the ascent 
was purely for scientific purposes 
and that no attempt had been 
made to set a new altitude record. 

The balloon was the same that 
set a Soviet record of 19,000 met¬ 
ers (62,335 feet) in 1933.

The Orange county democratic 
central committee will meet at 
7:30 p. m. Friday to "consider the 
condition as to the postmaster at 
Orange.” 

The Orange postoffice situation 
has been hanging fire for some 
time, and it is expected plenty of 
interest will develop when the 
committee meets in the Santa Ana 
city council chambers Friday. The 
call for the session was issued by 
Judge J. G. Mitchell, chairman, at 


and said that while there is every 
prospect for one of the best crops 
ever produced, for this year, the 
beans must sell at 6 cents per 
pound to return a profit to the 
grower. At present, he said, limas 
are selling at $4 per hundred 
pounds. 

The bean cleaning house in Gar¬ 
den Grove, he said, was estab¬ 
lished in 1915 and was the first 
co-operative cleaning house in the 
county. Between 25,000 and 40,- 
000 sacks of beans are handled 
annually through the house which 
maintains an annual average pay¬ 
roll of $13,000. 

County Problems Told 

John C. Mitchell, chairman of 
the board of supervisors, spoke 
briefly, outlining problems facing 
the supervisors this year. He 
said that while the officials are 
attempting to hold the tax rate 
down, many requests that have 
never been made before are com¬ 
ing before them for appropriations 
in the budget now being prepared. 

The chamber of commerce, to 
best serve its purpose, must at¬ 
tempt to do things consistent with 
the growth of the community. 
Homer Chaney, trust officer of the 
First National bank in Santa Ana, 
told his listeners. He declared 
that increased citrus prices are 
more important than a street 
widening program: sane handling 
of the tax program is a more im¬ 
portant task for the chamber than 
sponsoring a fiesta; and 7-cent 
beans are more important than 
whether the Standard or Gilmore 
company drills for oil on the tide- 
lands. 

Other speakers were J. A. Knapp 
on tax problems; H. Clay Kellogg 
on the vegetable growing industry; 
Eugene Tobias, Garden Grove fire 
chief, and Dr. C. C. Violett. En¬ 
tertainment was provided by the 
Robins String trio of Lynwood, 
and Mrs. C. D. Blakeman who sang 
two solos, accompanied at the 
piano by Miss Onieda Ames of 
Garden Grove. Dinner was served 
by the Women’s Civic club. 


Oranges still stand as the best 
paying crop from an investment 
viewpoint, according to Jack Crill, 
president of the Orange County 
Farm Bureau and manager of the 
Mutual Orange Distributors’ pack¬ 
ing house at Garden Grove. 

Speaking last night at a com¬ 
munity meeting of the Garden 
Grove Chamber of Commerce, Mr. 
Crill told his listeners that a cost 
study recently completed by the 
farm bureau reveals that the av¬ 
erage income, above cash cost, 
from orange groves in this county 
is 6 per cent on a $4000 invest¬ 
ment. 

During the last fjve years—de¬ 
pression years—he told his listen¬ 
ers orange consumption has shown 
a 32 per cent increase. Export of 
the fruit for this year has set an 
all-time record, with 3500 cars 
being sent to foreign markets. He 
said this figure would be exceeded 
were it possible to secure more 
boat space. The value of this for¬ 
eign trade was stressed when he 
told his listeners that the average 
return on export oranges is 25 
cents per box higher than is paid 
by the domestic trade. 

Huge Walnut Crop 

A. W. Christy, representing the 
Walnut Growers' association, said 
the situation in that industry is 
not as bright as in the orange in¬ 
dustry, stating that if the esti¬ 
mated 48,000-ton crop is produced 
thi3 year, it will be the second 
largest crop in California history 
and will be larger than any one 
year's consumption of this semi¬ 
luxury product even in times of 
prosperity. 

The bright side of the picture 
was his statement that marketing 
of the 1935 crop will not be hamp¬ 
ered by a large carry-over from 
last year. The association, he 
said, has but 5000 bags left in the 
warehouse from last year. 

Edward Chaffee, president of the 
Garden Grove Bean Growers' as¬ 
sociation, outlined the value of the 
lima bean crop to Garden Grove

HUNTINGTON BEACH, Wed¬ 
nesday, June 26—A1 Jolson and 
Ruby Keeler will be invited to 
crown the Red.

NEWPORT BEACH, Wednes¬ 
day, June 26.—Expenditure of 
more than $200 for signs advertis¬ 
ing the Newport Harbor region 
and the coming International Star 
boat regatta scheduled here Au¬ 
gust 23-28 has been authorized by 
the chamber of commerce. 

Work of installing the signs was 
started yesterday and will be com¬ 
pleted by July 4, according to 
Harry Welch, secretary of the 
body. 

The signs will be placed along 
the coast highway and will consist 


of two sailboats pointing to wind¬ 
ward. 

This month yachtsmen through¬ 
out the United States and abroad 
will be engaged in elimination try¬ 
outs to determine entrants in the 
Star boat races. This is the second 
time the regatta has come to New¬ 
port Bay.

The 
commission then will take the 
plans before the council Monday 
night Members of the committee 
are Donald Beach Kirby, chair¬

The greatest opportunity Orange 
county has ever had is in its lap 
today, waiting for its people to 
cash in on it. This opportunity 
lies in the tourist population, 
which must come through this 
area to reach the San Diego ex¬ 
position. 

This was the theme of the talk 
given last night by Charles Horr- 
worth of the All-Year Club of 
Southern California, of Los An¬ 
geles, speaking before an unus¬ 
ually large gathering of the As¬ 
sociated Chambers of Commerce 
at the Costa Mesa Women’s club¬ 
house. 

Everyone in Business 

Everyone in California, directly 
or indirectly, is in the tourist 
business, Mr. Horrworth said, 
quoting figures to show that by 
inducing all tourists to stay in 
California one extra day, the 
state’s annual income would be 
increased $5,07/0,000. Tourists last 
year spent $124,000,00 in Califor¬ 
nia, he said. 

“And you don’t need any out¬ 
standing attraction,” said the 
speaker. “All you need is 
happy, friendly people. See to 
it tliat tourists find In your 
town the friendliest community 
in Southern California. The 
towns you remember on your 
trips are the ones where some¬ 
one took the trouble to be 
friendly, hospitable and cour¬ 
teous. 

“Don’t expect a little committee 
of paid executives to do the job. 
It’s your job. It’s up to you to 
radiate friendliness and good 
cheer. Every service station em¬ 
ploye should have the story of 
Newport harbor on the tip of his 
tongue, the story of San Juan 
Capistrano mission, of orange. 
groves, Irvine park, mountain 
recreation spots and the sea¬ 
shore." 

One Million Last Year 

The tourists are here—more 
than 1,000,000 last year—and all j 
that needs to be done is to tap ■ 
this immense “payroll’ that is 
flowing through Orange county.! 
said Mr. Horrworth. He said each 
car of tourists contains at least 
$13.80 worth of business. 

“They will stay in your town 
in exact proportion to your en¬ 
thusiasm and what you do to 
attract them.” 

There is growing competition for 
the annual two and one-half bil¬ 
lion dollars of American tourist 
business, but the travelers are 
coming through Orange county in 
large numbers. The business is 
worth cultivating because last year 
it produced 53 per cent more in¬ 
come than the citrus industry, said 
Mr. Horrworth. He said tourists 
paid $2,000,000 in state gas taxes 
here and $1,000,000 in sales taxes 
during 1934. 

County Can Cash In 

Orange county, he pointed out, 
is in a position to cash in on this 
business and is doing its part to 
attract it through its annual $1000 
appropriation to a $300,000 nation¬ 
al advertising fund. 

Following Mr. Horrworth’s talk, 
Clyde Simmonds of Yorba Linda, 
publicity committee chairman, con¬ 
ducted a forum discussion on ways 
whereby Orange county can at- j 
tract exposition visitors. Harry 


Welch, secretary of the Newport 
Harbor Chamber of Commerce, 
suggested that each individual 
should be a reception committee 
of one, that stickers on restaurant 
menus could inform visitors of in¬ 
teresting trips and attractions, and 
that welcome signs should be 
erected at the county’s entrances, 
•I. W. McBride, La Habra pub¬ 
lisher, stressed the need of sell¬ 
ing Orange county first to 
Orange county residents. 

V. D. Johnson, Orange Chamber 
of Commerce secretary, told of ef¬ 
forts to get signs erected on high¬ 
ways. He said that W. E. Baker, 
Santa Ana, has arranged for free 
oranges for Orange county’s fair 
exhibit. 

Charles Crawford, newspaper¬ 
man, suggested that free post 
cards showing Orange county 
views be made available to exposi¬ 
tion visitors. 

Started in 1909 

The meeting, devoted entirely to 
publicity for the county, was 
opened by George Kellogg, Yorba 
Linda, president of the Associated. 
The program has been arranged 
by Dr. C. G. Huston, vice presi¬ 
dent, of Costa Mesa. Lew Wal¬ 
lace, Costa Mesa, welcomed the 
group. He recalled that the Asso¬ 
ciated body was conceived in 1909 
by Newport Beach and Santa Ana 
to foster harbor development, and 
that the dream has come true. 

Ralph MeFadden, Placentia, 
pointed out that the harbor is a 
great asset as a pleasure port, 
and said he hoped it never would 
become a commercial harbor. 

The speaker was introduced by 
Mr. Johnson. Others introduced 
were Mr. and Mr3.

MRS. WALEY FACES KIDNAP TRIAL JULY 5 


Officers know where they can 
find A. L Phillips, husband of 
Clara Phillips, “hammer murder¬ 
ess" recently paroled from Tehac- 
hapi prison, if they want to get 
him, according to a statement 
made today by District Attorney 
S. B. Kaufman. Phillips is wanted 
by Orange county officers on a 
charge of bunco and grand theft, 
and according to word received 
here he is in New York at present. 

The warrant for Phillips' arrest 
was sworn to by W. L. Lytel who 
assertedly was victimized to the 
extent of $5000 in bonds and $1650 
in cash by the husband of the 
slayer of Alberta Meadows. Dis¬ 
trict Attorney Kaufman said he 
was of the opinion that approxi¬ 
mately $2000 had been refunded 
Lytel by Phillips, and for that 
reason the rase against Phillips 
was noticeably weakened. 

Mr. Kaufman said it would cost 
at least $1000 to return Phillips 
to California, stating that the 
chances of his conviction have 
been lessened to such an extent 
that he doubts if it would be worth 
while prosecuting him should he be 
brought back. Mr. Kaufman said 
he would not seek extradition 
papers. 


Definite steps toward launching 
President Roosevelt's new work 
relief program are expected here 
in the near future. 

The first development will be the 
receipt of printed instructions to 
cities and districts sponsoring con¬ 
struction projects.

News of the imminent arrival of 
these forms and the printed in¬ 
structions to sponsors came to Ter¬ 
rance Halloran, director of the 
State Emergency Relief Adminis¬ 
tration in Orange county. Yester¬ 
day, at a meeting of the county. 
SERA committee Mr. Holloran in¬ 
formed the group of the expected 
developments. 

Mr. Halloran’s information came 
from Ralph G. Wadesworth, chief 
of the SERA works division at 
San Francisco.

SACRAMENTO, Wednes¬ 
day June 26. UP )—The signature 
of Governor Merriam to the 
Wright bill gave California tax¬ 
payers renewed assurance today 
of continuation for the next two 
years of the 5 per cent check upon 
increases in budgets of cities, 
counties, school districts, the state 
and other governmental bodies. 

The measure was first enacted 
by the 1933 legislature and con¬ 
tinued until June 30, 1937, by the 
1935 legislature after a bitter 
fight in which opponents attacked 
it as an invasion of home rule and 
an undue restriction upon govern¬ 
mental bodies which needed large 
sums of money for employment. 

Saved 8 Million 

Assemblyman Wright, Whittier, 
claimed his measure saved the tax¬ 
payers $8,000,000 in the first year 
of its operation. 

It is somewhat more liberal 
than the 1933 bill. 

It continues the restriction that 
no political subdivision may In¬ 
crease its budget over the preced¬ 
ing year by more than 5 per cent 
unless authorized by a majority 
vote of the people or the State 
Board of Equalization. 

A clause is added providing that 
for each year in succession, back 
to 1933, that the budget is not in¬ 
creased, an additional 5 per cent 
is allowed on any increase sought 
for the approaching year. 

May Add Decrease 

If there has been a decrease in 
the budget of the preceding year, 
it may be added to the increase 
sought for the ensuing year. 

Political subdivisions may fig¬ 
ure in their tax base not only real 
and personal property revenues 
but allocations of funds received 
from the state. 

The Board of Equalization must 
act on any petition for an increase 
within 20 days from the time it is 
filed.

Camera cleared up one obvious 
point by remarking with emphasis 
that Louis hits “much, much 
harder” than Baer. 

First Round Lead 
Louis established mastery in the 
first round with a few short but 
staggering blows, one of which 
opened a gash in Primo’s mouth. 

The Negro did not land a knock¬ 
down punch in this or the succeed¬ 
ing four rounds. He stalked the 
Italian, boxing warily for open¬ 
ings, shifting his attack from head 
to body, but always had command. 

The climax came suddenly in 
the sixth. Louis floored Camera 
with a terrific left hook for the 
first time. Primo, thoroughly 
dazed, pulled himself erect at the 
count of four, but lost his balance 
and fell to one side. Again he 
was up after four seconds, too far 
gone to realize the advantage of 
taking a longer count. 

Camera Glassy-Eyed 
Helpless and glassy-eyed, the 
giant wobbled to one side of the 
ring, where a terrific right-hand 
smash sent him spinning to the 
canvas again. 

This time he regained his feet 
after only three seconds. Blood 
dripped from his mouth, his eyes 
were glassy, his hands dangling. 
Referee Donovan unhesitatingly 
stepped in to prevent the Negro 
from launching another attack. 

At the finish Louis showed no 
more emotion than while sitting 
calmly in his corner before the 
first bell.

The victory marked the nine¬ 
teenth knockout for Louis in only 
23 professional fights. 

Crowd Breaks Record 

Scarcely less sensational than 
Louis’ victory was the size of the 
crowd, biggest attracted to the 
heavyweight wars since Jack 
Sharkey lost on a foul to Max 
Schmeling here in 1930. 

Promoter Jack Jacobs set the 
paid attendance at 57,000, but 
there were actually close to 70.000 
spectators, including the holders 
of thousands of complimentary 
tickets and about 1500 police, who 
quickly discovered talk of possible 
racial disturbances was a false 
alarm. 

The gross receipts, $340,000, fell 
below expectations, but marked a 
new high for a non-title match in 
the last five years.

yyASHINGTON, Wednesday, June 
26.—Navy officers are not even 
letting the information get to other 
j departments of the government, 
but it is a fact that their giant 
maneuvers, just held in the Paci¬ 
fic, were probably the most dis- 
. appointing in history. 

Material held up well. The new 
ships behaved better than was ex- 
j pected. The work of the enlisted 
I men was above reproach. But 
glaring defects were uncovered in 
1 strategy, while gunnery was way 
j below par. 

In other words, the two things 
that count most in battle—the abil¬ 
ity to hit and the ability to out- 
maneuver the enemy—were woe¬ 
fully lacking. These two depend 
entirely on officer personnel. And 
it is in this that the navy was 
shown to be most deficient. 

During the maneuvers, one bat¬ 
tleship "sank” its own oil tanker. 
That is, it would have been sunk 
in actual battle. Again when the 
“enemy” planes came over, the of¬ 
ficers on one of the “defending” , 
vessels were between decks play- ; 
ing bridge. 

Finally the “enemy” fleet—sup¬ 
posed to represent Japan—sur¬ 
prised the “defending" fleet six | 
times. The “enemy” was operating 
from the Aleutian Islands toward 
the California coast. The “defend¬ 
ers” were around Hawaii. 

As one high admiral remarked 
when it was all over: “Had the ] 
enemy fleet actually been the Jap¬ 
anese, they would have landed in 
California.”

PROHIBITION TO RETURN? 

D OUBTLESS the average citizen will disagree with 
F. Scott McBride in his prediction that prohibition 
will be back in 10 years. However, a great many observers 
will admit the truth of the charge made by the Anti- 
Saloon League superintendent that the effects of repeal 
up to the present have been disquietingly unsatisfactory. 
Especially here in California, where 10 per cent of all the 
nation’s liquor licenses have been issued. 

Following a speaking trip through 26 states, McBride 
recently gave the Associated Press a long list of reasons 
why he is convinced the return of prohibition is certain. 
Among them were these: 

That no state has been improved by, or is satisfied 
with repeal; that regulation has collapsed, and drinking, 
drunkenness and traffic accidents have greatly increased; 
that the saloon is back, contrary to promises; that the 
bootlegger has stayed; that the “cocktail hour” is proving 
a great menace to women and children; that beverage 
advertising seeks to create new demands for liquor; that 
revenue returns have been disappointing; that liquor 
domination in legislatures is again showing itself; that 
churches and welfare groups feel they have been betrayed; 
that liquor now is on the defensive. 

You may question, disagree with or deny some of 
these points raised by the Anti-Saloon League crusader, 
but if you face the matter squarely you no doubt will 
admit that the liquor control efforts since repeal, here in 
California, at least, have been disappointingly ineffective. 

Now, it would seem logical not to return to the well- 
meaning blunder of prohibition, as McBride suggests, but 
to devise and enforce control measures in the public inter¬ 
est, and to couple them up with intelligent education of 
the people on the benefits of temperance.
